Stephens.

THe ANNUAL MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be held at 
8:15 p.at., Wednesday, October 1, in the May Treat Morrison Auditorium. The 
names of persons elected to the Board of Trustees and the Council will be an- 
nounced and Dr. Robert C, Miller, Director of the Academy, will present a report 
on the activities of the Academy and its various departments during the past year. 

Following this short business portion of the meeting, Dr. Edward S. Ross, 
the Academy’s Curator of Entomology, who recently returned from a year-long 
expedition in Africa, will present: 

“ArricAN Nature TRaILs” 
The naturalist’s view of Africa is what Dr. Ross, with the aid of Kodachrome 
slides, will offer Academy members as he takes his audience on the route traveled 
by the expedition. 

Although the expedition was primarily an entomological one, Dr. Ross’ lec- 
ture and slides will cover the full range of the African biological scene, including 
that country’s botany, its reptiles and amphibians and its people. 

Retracing the expedition’s progress, the audience will observe life in the 
dense lushness of the great Congo Forest, ascend the lofty Ruwenzori Mountains 
with their fantastic vegetation, and see the big and little game of East Africa. 

Then the audience, through Dr. Ross’ slides, will see the strange contrasts 
of southern Africa, from life-zones quite similar to those of California to the 
bleak deserts of Southwest Africa, From Southwest Africa, the audience will 
follow the expedition’s route up the west coast of Africa back to the Congo Forest. 

Academy members and their friends are cordially invited to attend this illus- 
trated tour of African nature trails. 


HipeporporaMus To Br UNVEILED 


To rurtHER app to the African flavor of the annual meeting, the hippopotamus 
which members of the Academy's Exhibits Department have been preparing for 
several months, will be unveiled for Academy members at the meeting, Wednes- 
day, October 1. 

Academy Trustee Dean Witter obtained the bones and hide of the hippopot- 
amus in Africa and gave them to the Academy. Around these bones, the Exhibits 
Department rebuilt the hippopotamus out of wire, wood and clay. From this 
mockup, a plaster cast was taken; then the hide was stretched over the cast and, 
after a few minor touchups, an amazingly lifelike facsimile of the huge beast had 
been created. 

The hippopotamus will be on display in the east end of the newer portion 
of Simson African Hall. Trustee Witter also gave the Academy the bones and 
hide of a rhinoceros. When the rhinoceros is completed, it will join the hippopot- 
amus in the same location.

The Eastwood Hall of Botany is named for the Academy’s late, world- 
renowned Curator of Botany, Alice Eastwood, whose friends all over the world 
have donated funds for the building. The Hall of Botany will occupy the ground 
floor of the new wing.
